In a statement made public Mon- 
day, the President called upon all 
eligible non-member State banks and 
trust companies to Join the Federal 
Reserve System without further delay 
that they may "contribute their 
share," to the consolidated gold re- 
serves of the country and aid more 
effectively in "a vigorous prosecution 
and successful termination of the 
war." 

Scores of such institutions have 
flocked to the system within the past 
three weeks, among them some of the 
largest trust companies of New York, 
Philadelphia and other cities. The 
movement of the Federal Reserve 
System has lacked only a final im- 
pelling force to assume the propor- 
tions of a landslide. Within less than 
three weeks resources of such Insti- 
tutions in the system have risen 
from $1,200,000,000 to more than $2,- 
600,000,000. 

Liberty Loan financing, the resul- 
tant activity In the money markets, 
the effect of the Government's huge 
financial transactions upon the bond 
markets and the stock exchanges of 
the country have made it imperative, 
in the view of the Administration, for 
the Federal Reserve Board to control 
not a major fraction of the gold re- 
serve of the country, but the entire 
amount. The recent embargo on gold 
exports has made it highly desirable 
that this control be acquired as 
speedily as possible. 

With the board in active, daily con-

ports. 

That the loss of life was not great- 
er Is due to the safeguards with which 
the navy has surrounded the trans- 
port service, and the quick rescue 
work of the convoying warships. 

Secretary Daniels announced the 
disaster tonight in a statement based 
upon a brief dispatch from Admiral 
slum which gave few details and did 
not say whether it was a day or night 
attack. An accurate list of the miss- 
ing cannot be Issued until General 
Pershing reports the names of the 
army men on the vessel and the list 
of the merchant crew. 
Following is the announcement: 
"The Department is In receipt of a , 
dispatch from Vice Admiral Sims, 
which states that the steamship An- 
tilles, an army transport, was torpe- 
doed on October 17, while returning 
to this country from foreign service. 
This vessel was under convoy of 
American patrol vessels at the time. 

'The torpedo which struck the An- 
tilles was not seen, nor was the sub- 
marine which fired It. The torpedo 
bit abreast of the engine room bulk- 
head, and the ship sank within five i 
minutes. One hundred and sixty-sev- 
en persons out of about two hundred 
and thirty-seven on board the Antilles | 
were saved. 

All the navy officers and officers of I 
the army who were on board the ship [ 
at the time were saved, as were the 
officers of the ship, with the exception 
of the following: Walker, third en- 
gineer officer; Boyle, Junior engineer 
officer, and O'Rourke, Junior engineer 
officer. 

"The following enlisted naval per- 
sonnel were lost: E. L. Klnzey, sea- 
man, second class, next of kin, Thom- 
as M. Klnzey, father. Water Valley, 
Miss.; J. W. Hunt, seaman, second 
class, next of kin, Isaac Hunt, fath- 
er, Mountain Grove, Mo., R. No. 2, 
Box 44; C. L. Ausburn, radio electri- 
cian, first class, next of kin, R. A. 
Ausburn, brother, 2800 Louisiana ave- 
nue, New Orleans, La., and H. F. Wat- 
son, ardlo electrician, third class, 
next of kin, Mrs. W. L. Seeger, moth- 
er, Rutland. Miss. 

There were about thirty-three of 
the army enlisted personnel on board, 
of whom seventeen were saved. The 
names of the missing of the army en- 
listed personnel and of the merchant 
crew of the ship cannot be given un- 
til the muster roll In France of those 
on board has been consulted. As soon 
as the department is In receipt of fur- 
ther details concerning the casual- 
ties they will be made public immedi- 
ately." 

Quick upon the wave of sorrow at 
the news of the loss of the transport 
came a feeling of distinct relief be- 
cause she had met her fate homeward 
bound and not on the way over with 
troops. The only soldiers on board 
were returning to the hospital or on 
special assignment. 

Had the full complement of the 
transport been aboard, the loss un- 
doubtedly would have been written In 
hundreds, as she was struck in the 
most vulnerable spot and went under 
so swiftly that few could have es- 
caped.

Eugene R. Atkisson, one of the at- 
torneys for the Shanklins, stated last 
night that the suit was authorized, 
otherwise it would never have been 
filed, and that when the order is en- 
tered In court today he and his associ- 
ates representing the plaintiffs will 
file affidavits as proof of the fact that 
they were employed to take the ac- 
tion. 

The order brought to Louisville by- 
Mr. Kegenstein was signed by Mr. 
Shanklin and his wife and daughter. 
Agnes. The name of Mrs. Uobb was 
not attached because it is said, she is 
a resident of Florida. The document 
was attested by \V. D. Cochran and E. 
L. Worthington, Maysvllle attorneys, 
representing the Shanklins. and by 
Mr. Regenstein. 

Mr. Regenstein said that the Shank- 
lins learned for the first time that the 
suit had been filed in their name when 
a Sheriff at Maysvllle called at their 
home to serve them with a summons 
to appear in Louisville to give deposi- 
tions.

Si m e iliat time vicious attacks have 
been made upon the rivers and har- 
bors appropriations generally; and 
attempts have been made to defeat 
the hill and with It the regular ap- 
propriation for the continuance of the 
work now under construction. Tho 
prtttenl Congress made the usual ap- 
propriation of five million dollars for 
the Ohio River and the vote on the 
passage of the Rivers and Harbors 
Hill was very flattering; but it will 
take continual effort to maintain our 
standing with Congress and secure 
the necessary money to complete the 
improvement of the river. The ne- 
'oaslty for transportation by reason 
of the war, makes it imperative that 
the river be made navigable at the 
earliest possible moment. The eco- 
nomic value of this improvement to 
he whole country will be strongly 
impressed upon Congress, by a large- 
ly attended and enthusiastic conven- 
tion, thereby it will be shown that 
neither faith nor interest in the pro- 
ject have been lost by the people of 
the Ohio Valley. 

Many new features will be included 
in the program and one of the most 
interesting will be the address of Col- 
onel Lansing H. Beach of the Corps of 
Engineers of the United States Army, 
whose remarks will appeal stronglv 
to every friend of the Improvement of 
the River. 

A good representation is planned 
tor Maysvllle.
